Charles E. Ketcham of 5720 Garfield 
avenue, for nearly 50 years a painting 
contractor in St. Louis, testified before 
the House of Delegates Investigation 
Committee that while he was a. patient 
at the city sanitarium. James Hayes, an 
atiendant, tried to extort money from 
kim. on a promise of better treatment. 

Ketcham went to the sanitarium in 
June following a nervous breakdown. He 
Was discharged as cured 10 days ago 
@nd went to his home at 5720 (iarfield 
avenue. He appeared as a tary 
Witness, saying he had been tized 
by dissatisfied patients at sani- 
tariuim. 

Says Guard Is Slugger. 

“James Hayes, who seems to be chief 
of the guards at the sanitarium, is a 
Siugger,”’ Ketcham testified. ‘He gets 
$39 a month from the city. Shortly after 
I went there he asked me if I had rela- 
tives who could afford to pay him a 
little money so that I would have better 
treatment. He said they ought to spare 
$5 a month. 

“T told him my relatives couldn’t 
afford to pay him anything. Hayes is 
brutal. I once saw him kick and knock 
down Frank La Chan¢é, a patient wo 
refused to be shaved. The favorite bru- 
tality of some of the guards out there 
is to kick a man's feet from under him 
and then pick him up and knock him 
down again. 

“When I protested against the way he 
treated La Chance, Hayes threatened to 
have me sent to the mahiacs’ ward. 

“When T went in I had good clothes. 
Later [ found another patient wearin: 
my clothes and my shirts and collars. I 
believe that patient's relatives were pay- 
ing the attendants. :

“It most assuredly is necessary,’ re- 
piied Perkins. ‘‘The United States Steel 
Corporation has observed the law has 
it not?”

States government should change its 
lIuws so that what is good the com- 
bination might he preserved to. the 
Perkins denied that the Morgan 
infjerests and other financial men of New 
York, by reason great control of 
money, dominate the financial situation 
of the whole country. 

Mr. Perkins created a stir 
the hearing when he jumped to his feet 
and branded as false a charge that the 
panic of 1907 had been started to ruin 
certain banks.

He suggested that 
something should be done to relieve the 
present conditions under which, he con- 
tended, corporations could not continue 
to exist. 

Bartlett Questions Perkins. 

Representative Bartlett af Georgia 
questioned Mr. Perkins regarding the 
‘ uvehaie of the Tennessee Coal & 
Iron Co, 

“You stated the other day, Mr. Per- 
kins,” said Mr, Bartlett, “that the 
three concerns in New York princi- 
pally involved at the time of the 
transfer of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Co. were the Trust Co. of America, 
the Lincoln Trust Co. aad the firm 
of Moore & Schley?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Did you not in your testimony be- 
fore the Judiciary Committee of the 
Senate, two years ago, refer to only one 
particular firm as being in trouble?’’

LONDON STRIKE 
THREATENS CITY 
WITH A FAMINE 


Neighborhood of Docks Practi- 
cally Under Mob Rule and 
Troops May Be Called. 





By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Aug. 10.—The neighborhood 


of the docks was practically. under mob 
rule today, with the result that there 
Was such a dwindling of food supplies 
that the metropolis experienced some- 
thing akin to what might happen if a 
hostile foreign force should succeed in 
nterrupting Great Britain’s trade routes. 

Unless good progress is made today 


fn the negotiations looking to a settle- 
ment of the strike of dock workers, the 
calling out of troops seems inevitable, as 
the police are unable to deal with the 
emergency. 

It was the intention of the.strikers to 


tie up all street traffic unless their de- 


mands were conceded within a few 
hours. Should they be successful, Lon- 
don would be perilously near actual 
famine conditions. The stream of motor 
traffic today was hardly half its usual 
proportions.

Action Also Filed Against Com- 
pany Which Furnished $20,000 
Bond for Executor. 


Suit was filed in the Circuit Court 
Thursday by Mrs. Mary Estelle Reed, 
Mrs. Mary A. Hofmeister Harris and 
Edward Peters against the estate of 
Willlam E. Fisse, George Beck, admin- 
istrator of the Fisse estate, and the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty Co., 
which is on Fisse’s bond as trustee and 
executor of the estate of Mrs. Jo- 
hanna Peters, to find out how the estate 
now stands. 

Fisse killed himself July 22, at the 
Terminal Hotel. It was suggested at 
the time that the condition of the Pe- 
ters estate might have prompted the act. 

The plaintiffs are beneficiaries under 
the will of Mrs. Peters. Mrs. Reed is 
@ granddaughter, Mrs. Harris is the 
widow of Mrs. Peters’ son and Edward 
Peters is a stepson. 

Estate in Trust. 

Mrs. Peters, who was the widow of 
Peter J. Peters, died in 1889.- She be- 
queathed Mrs. Harris $1000, Edward 
$1000 and placed the rest of the estate 
in trust for the granddaughter, now Mrs. 
Reed, in the hands of Fisse. She was 
to receive the income until she was 2 
years old, and then the principal. She 
is now 2% years old. She is the wife of 
Clarence Reed.  —.. 

The petition asks that the St. Louls 
Union Trust Co. be appointed as a new 
trustee and that Beck, as administrator 
of the Fisse estate, be required to pro- 
duce all the evidence in his possesgior 
that will show where the Peters prop- 
erty is, and if it cannot be found that 
an accounting be had.

The final settlement filed by Fisse in 
the Probate Court April 19, 1902, showed 
a balance of $12,068.55 in his possession.

Mrs. Reed, asking that he be required 
to file an account and give a -bond of 
$20,000. He wae ordered. to do so. The 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty Co.

The petition alleges that at the time 
of Fisse’s death he was indebted $11,000 
to the Peters estate. In his last report, 
Feb. 8 1908, he stated that the total on 
hand was $11,451.07. It is alleged that 
on July 24, 1908, he collected a note for 
$5000 belonging to the estate. It 
asserted that in his hands as trustee 
there was money and evidences of in- 
debtedness which had been mixed with 
his individual money and evidences of 
indebtedness.

Weisman said that O’Keeffe entered 
his tailor shop at 3 p. m. on the day of 
the shooting and asked whether Haw- 
shaw was there. 

Nicholas Andres and Mrs. 
who were at the Chouris home, 1808 
Olive street, near the scene of the 
shooting, told of hearing the shots, but 
threw no light on the mystery. 

The life of Patrédlman O’Keeffe was 
held up as an example for the emula- 
tion of all other policemen by the Rev. 
Father Bradley of the Church of the 
Blessed Sacrament in the funeral ora- 
tion Thursday. \ 

Friends of the late policeman gath- 
ered at the home of his brother, 4776

need remedy. He said the boys and 
girls were poorly provided for, and

Joseph B. Thomas, supply commis- 
sioner, testified that no provision was 
made at the City Hospital to take 
care of food. Prunes and dried fruit 
were not kept in cold storage, In 
the same connection Dr. Morfit, Hos- 
pital Commissioner, stated that the 
eggs at the institution were stale and 
unfit for sick persons and that’ the 
butter smelled bad and was suspic- 
fous. ® 

Dr. Morfit, in testifying in regard 
to the bread furnished the patients 
at the Hospital which was baked at 
the Industrial School, said that it 
was fit only for the garbage can. He 
said that it was too heavy, that the 
boys mixed the bread with perspira- 
tion in the dough, and that the bread 
was loaded into wagons made muddy 
with the boys’ feet. “ 

Dr. Morfit also said that patients 
at the Hospital were deprived of mat- 
tresses on their beds because the 
Comptroller insisted on specifying a 
certain kind of mattress. He also 
said that too much interest was taken 
at the city institutions in employes.

Rubber Tube in Body.. 

Dr. Prichard said that the autopsy 
made on McGuire showed that a piece 
of rubber tubing was sewn up in Mc- 
Guire, for no apparent reason, by a 
member of the city hospital visiting 
staff who operated on him after the 
stabbing. In his opinion the presence 
of this tube caused death. 

Bartlett Criticizes Prichard. 

Dr. Willard Bartlett, chief of the sur- 
sical division of the hospital visiting 
staff, Thursday afternoon testified be- 
fore the Investigating Committee that 
he does not consider Dr. Prichard com- 
petent to criticise the McGuire opér- 
ation. 


“Tt have known Dr. Prichard for 
19 years,’’ he said. “He is a bright 
and well-informed man, but he is not a 
pathologist. It takes a competent 
pathologist to make an autopsy. The 
Coroner’s physicians make them for $10, 
but they know nothing of pathology as 
it is taught by the Germans. 

“I am willing to bring before this 
committee a complete history of the Mc- 
Guire case. From what I know of Dr. 
Babler’s attainments as a surgeon, I am 
satisfied that he performed the opera- 
tion all right.’ 

Dr. Charles E. Baur, sueprintendent of 
the City Hospital, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the operation on McGutre 
wae performed by Dr. E. T. Babler, a 
member of the visiting staff. 

“T understood that a tube was put in 
for drainage but that it was later taken 
cut. There was some talk that the tube 
might have been put in again after 
McGuire died. The only reason for do- 
ing that would be to discredit the hos- 
pital management. However I know 
nothing about the case. You will have 
tu see Dr. Morfit.’’ ‘ 

“I have asked the House of Delegates 
Investigation Committee to summon 4s 
a witness the surgeon who performed 
the operation,’”’ said Hospital Commis- 
sicner Morfit Thursday. 

‘“T have investigated the case and I 
am satisfied that the tube was properly 
used for drainage, and that in some 
way it slipped back into the abdomen 
when McGuire’s body was being han- 
Gled after his death.’’ 

Questions PDeath’s Cause. 

Dr. Prichard, in reciting details of an 
autopsy he performed upon the body ef 
a city hospital patient last March, raised 
doubt as to whether Frank McGuire met 
death as the result of a stab wound 
of the abdemen or an operation per- 
formed in he city hospital. McGuire’s 
wound, which he characterized as slight, 
was inflicted by his brother-in-law, 
Thomas (‘Dummy’) Meehan, who wax 
convicted of murder and sentenced to 
two years in the penitentiary. 

Upon opening McGuire’s body, Dr 
Prichard said, he was astonished to find 
a section of rubber tubing leading into 
one of the intestines. In order to reaca 
the organ in which the tube was im- 
bedded, he declared, it Was necessary 
tc raise a curtain of fat that lined the 
inner wall of the vody, showing that 
the knife wound had not penetrated to 
any vital organ. 

He said any knife cut of the abdomi- 
nal wall warranted an incision to ascer. 
tair whether or not the intestines were 
perforated, but he was unable to ac- 
count for the necessity of the tube, as 
it led nowhere, and apparently had nn 
function to perform,

“T found that a steel splint had been 
‘used to repair the fracture. It was in-

“I think with Bishop Doane of Albany 
this marriage should not take place and 
that it is impossible for any Episcopal 
clergyman to marry Mr. Astor and Miss 
Force. Such a thing would be contrary 
to the laws of the church and to the 
New Testament, too, so far as that is 
concerned. 

“Vt is too bad.for the young woman, 
as it must place her in an embarrassing 
position. Of course, the couple may ged 
a minister of some other church to 
unite them, but that only would show 
that the standard of some churches re- 
garding this question is not as high as 
ait should be. 

“The whole affair shows the neces- 
sity of having uniform laws concern- 
ing marriage all over the country,‘ 
so what is wrong in one state is 
wrong in another. Right and wrong 
are questions of the soul, not of state 
lines and county divisions.”

Postoffice 
Inspectors found that the company, has 


| several machines on the top of sky- 
scrapers in New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and New Orleans. 

These machines consist of a large 
frame, of giass prisms, behind which 
are combinations of lead and tin. It 
is the claim of the company that the 
sun shining upon this framework gen- 
erates electricity at a rate sufficient 
to light a large building if the sun 
shines one day a week. 

Investors, it is said, were taken to 
one ef the exhibition plants and shown 
how rapidly electricity was generated. 
It looked so good that more than $1,000,- 
000 of the stock of the company has 
been sold, the condition always being 
made, it is alleged, that no attempt 
should be made to dispose of it for 
two years.

LONDON, Aug. 10.—On reaching Lon- 
don by motor, Thomag A. Edison was 
met by his European agent, Sir Croydon 
Marks, M. P., who, after dinner, es- 
corted him to the House of Commons. 
By the special order of Speaker Low- 
ther, Edison occupied a place in the 


Distinguished Strangers’ gallery, where 
he witnessed the scene but could not 
hear the speeches made on the floor. 

Sir Corrydon told the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent today that the great Am- 
erican inventor was intensely curious 
about .the personalities of the leaders 
o:1 both sides. He declared that Arthur 
Balfour, the Unionist leader; Chancellor 
of the Exchequer Lloyd-George and 
Home Secretary Churchill all have strik- 
ingly intellectual heads. He said the 
whole fight between the two houses is 
inexplicable to him and he thought it 
strange that some sort of arbitration 
committee or board could not be ap- 
pointed to settle it. 

Edison felt the heat greatly in the 
House and was surprised that some cool- 
ing invention has not been applied so 
that the members may work in com- 
fort. When the cooling system in use 
was explained—sprays. of ice water are 
played outside the windows. and “iced 
air is forced -up through the. matting 
on the floor—Edison opened his éyes in 
amazement, exclaiming incredulously: 

“Well, do you tell me so? I-could not 
nave believed anything so stupid.”’

itary system of this country to be abol- 
ished.’” When the House arose, he was 
presented to the Speaker. 

Invitations were showeréd upon him to 
visit the House of Lords, but he de- 
clined. He now will motor through 
France, avoiding Paris and the large 
towns. It is said that he did not know 
his itinerary until he met his wife. 
expects to. return to London in six 
weeks.

It was Representative Young, Republican, of 
the Twelfth Michigan District, who raised the 
first objection to the question of campaign con- 
tributions asked of George W. Perkins.

He organized results by the same method which 
makes immortal the simplicity of Robinson Cru- 
soe. The fact obvious to Defoe was that the 











any one who looks forward a little may dis- 
cover something .in the line of its movement, 
project his mind forward to it, “take a chance” on 
it before the world reaches it and when the world 
does reach it, invite its co-operation on terms 
advantageous to all concerned. 

Any one who can appreciate Robinson Crusoe 
can attempt this. It is as easy as “projecting” 
with two raindrops, running down a car window 
and “speculating” on which will reach the bot- 
tom first, as Gates is said to have done. As this 
ease in projecting, multiplied the number of pro- 
jectors, their speculative methods brought the 
word into contempt.. Between the administration 
of Washington and that of Lincoln, when a busi- 
ness man was said to be “projecting” (pro- 
nounced “projickin’”’) it meant that he was un- 
safe in a business sense. Between the adminis- 
tration of McKinley and that of: Roosevelt, the 
“projector” or projicker™became the “promoter” 
of the present. There is a point of essential dif- 
ference. The later method of “taking a chance” 
developed the idea of taking them away from 
every one else to make the project a “sure thing.” 
As Gates connects with Defoe’s methods, he had 
_jonly a taint of this “taking a chance” on civil- 
ization as child’s play for grown up men, with 
possible “millions in it.” Taking the chances 
from civilization in the hope of controlling them 
permanently is. something else. It does not be- 
long to the story of the word as “projickin, ”

LONDON, Aug. 10.—In the fire that 
caused a panic in the fashionable Carl- 
ton Hotel, at the dinner hour early last 
night, Jameson L. Finney of St. Louis, 
the distinguished young actor, lost his 
life. The charred body. of Finney was 
found in a back room that had been 
overlooked. in the first tnvestigation. by 
firemen. Finney occupied an apartment 
next to the bath, and it ts believed he 
was bathing when the fire started. It 
was some time before the body could 
be identified. 

Finney was well known and popular 
in London, where he scored a big suc- 
cess in “The Dawn of a: Tomorrow” 
with Gertrude Elliott. He told the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent last Saturday 
that he hoped to sail for New York in 
a few days. 

Keene Ill, but Caim. 

James R. Keene, the New York finan- 
cier and horseman, who was at the ho- 
tel, was calm, although recovering from 
an illness. When he Was the fire 
was at the top of the house, Keene 
He 
was the last guest to descend to the 
lobby and_then only after the manager 
and several clerks had pounded on his 
door and begged him to come out. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent, after 
the fire was out, found Keehe in the 
lobby, where he insisted on remaining. 

‘Twenty-five minutes passed between 
the time of the alarm and the time the 
engines arrived,’’ drawled Keene. “‘‘It 
was disgraceful,’’ he added. 

Billie Burke, the actress, 
pying a suite on the fourth floor with 
her mother, and was dressing for dinner 
when the fire started. She made a 
hasty escape in a dressing gown, got a 
taxi and went to another hotel. All 
her luggage was lost.

Then 
a woman swung hérsélf out of the same 
window. Wanamakér 8&w her, rushed 
upstairs,;throush the smoke and low- 
ered her by a rope to McFadden and 
Hunter, who carried her to the street. 

Wanamaker, Hunter and McFadden 
then escaped to the sidewalk in ‘their 
pajamas. leaving their luggage ‘to the 
fire and water, 
hotel. 

Former Gov. Frank W. Brown -of 
Maryland and his son, occupying a suite 
on the second floor, dragged their bag- 
gage downstairs and drove to another 
hotel” They probably are the only guests 
who saved al] their clothes. Brown said 
he had been through three hotel fires 
and knew what to do. He said: ‘‘A}- 
though some of the women were rather 
slimly dressed, I think everybody acted 
calmly.”’
